OPA Area Clinic 


The OPA area clinic, held in 
Greenfield on Tuesday evening, 
was largely attended by ration- 
ing board personnel from all over 
the county. William Little of Bos- 
ton, Board Operations Executive, 
talked on facts, figures and the 
future of OPA, and gave a brief 
review of the supply situation. He 
said there was no immediate pros- 
pect of any better status in tires, 
gas and fuel oil. Mrs. Little 
brought messages from Regional 
Director Shoup of Boston, and 
Chester Bowles of Washington, to 
the effect that “as time goes on 
and we approach the end of the 
war, undoubtedly many things will 
go off rationing, just as bicycles 
did last week. We hope it will be 
soon, but there is no immediate 
pospect. As we gradually go off 
rationing, we will have to spend 
more time on price control, for un- 
less we control prices now, after 
the war it will be very hard for a 
lot of people. During the last war, 
the price of commodities increased 
108%, and 40% of this took place 
after the war was over. We will 
try to see that this does not hap- 
pen again, therefore commodities 
will have to be rationed to keep 
them under control, and allotted 
where they are most needed.”

Miss Billings Passes 
At Woodstock Home 
Aided Local Schools 


The death of Miss Elizabeth 
Billings, 73, well known here 
for her activities and benefac- 
tions to the Northfield Schools, 
especially to the Northfield School 
for Girls, took place at her home 
in Woodstock, Vermont, on Sun- 
day, September 10. Funeral ser- 
vices and burial were the follow- 
ing Tuesday afternoon and Am- 
bert G. Moody and Arthur P. Fitt 
of this town were in attendance. 
Miss Billings was born in Wood- 
stock January 3, 1871, the daugh- 
ter of Frederick and Julia (Parm- 
ly) Billings. She came from a well 
known family who early settled 
in Vermont and inherited a for- 
tune which she used in many phil- 
anthropic endeavors. 

Throughout her life Miss Bill- 
ings was interested in educational, 
charitable and religious efforts 
and the Northfield Schools and the 
Berry school in Georgia received 
her close interest. She also gave 
much aid to the Mary Hitchcock 
hospital in Hanover, N. H., the 
Woodstock Congregational church 
which she attended and the Brick 
Presbyterian Church in Nev, York. 

The Domestic Science hall on 
the campus of the Northfield 
School for Girls was given by her 
and her sister in memory of her 
mother. Miss Billings also gave 
an unselfish service to the Stu- 
dents Aid Society. 

She was interested in nature, 
the animals, the flowers and ferns 
and often planned prolonged visits 
at the New York Botanical Gar- 
dens and united with Nature clubs. 
She prepared books for study. on 
several nature topics. She is sur- 
vived by a sister, Mrs. John 
French of Woodstock and five 
nieces and nephews. Miss Billings 
benefactions have been numerous, 
her interest was persona and it 
will be for history to unfold the 
splendid work which she accomp- 
lished. Many will mourn her loss.

Gas “A” Coupons 


Applications for renewal of “A” 
books are to be mailed to all car 
owners within a few days. The 
completed application is to be sent 
back to the rationing board, to- 
gether with the back cover of the 
old “A” book and the tire inspec- 
tion record. Be sure not to detach 
the 11s and 12s from the_ front 
cover as loose coupons can not be 
accepted at any filling station. 

The new “A” books, which be- 
come valid November 9, will begin 
with A-13 coupons. The A-12 cou- 
pons will not be valid. All new 
“A” books will be mailed to car 
owners during October. Upon the 
renewal of the basic ration, mile- 
age rationing records will be used 
in place of tire inspection records 
for recording gas issued. Begin- 
ning with A-13 coupons, “A” cou- 
pons will have a four gallon unit 
value nationwide.

Ration Board Notice 


Beginning this week the local 
ration board has announced that 
all coupons for gasoline will be 
issued by the Springfield mailing 
center instead of by the local 
board. Application will be made 
by individuals to the board in the 
usual way, but it is requested that 
they be returned a week earlier 
than the expiration date of the 
present ration, so there will be 
enough time for board approval, 
transmission to Springfield and the 
mailing of coupons from there di- 
rect to the applicant. All applica- 
tions must be accompanied by the 
tire inspection record. Requests 
for application blanks for any type 
of gasoline may be made to the 
board by telephone, mail or per- 
sonal call as before, and will be 
promptly honored. The mileage 
panel meets on Thursday night of 
each week to approve applications. 


A warning has been given that 
motorists must get their new 
stickers on their cars of official 
inspection by October 16 or suf. 
fer penaties. Better visit the offi- 
cial inspection station at your gar- 
age at once as the time is getting 
short.
